Applicant argues the combination of Kudo et al. and Shioda '371 and '062 does not teach or suggest a "a laser light irradiation device 
that irradiates laser light that is coaxial with the optical axis of the probe microscope onto the subject of observation" and that the 
"auxiliary microscope is located such that the laser light irradiated onto the subject of observation is visible." First, applicant states that 
the light source of of Kudo et al. does not irradiate onto the subject of observation because the light source may just be a light source for 
illuminating the room (see remarks page 5). The examiner respectfully disagrees. Even a light which provides illumination to the room 
will also provide some light onto the subject of observation. It is noted that Shioda '062 is used to provide the teaching of changing the 
light source of Kudo to a laser light irradiation device that irradiates light that is coaxial with the optical axis of the probe microscope onto 
the subject of observation to examine specific specimen/subject characteristics via a particular wavelength (see Shioda '062 pages 16- 
17, sections [0280]-[0282]), Finally, the applicant argues that Shioda '062 reference fails to disclose or even suggest the "auxiliary 
microscope is located such that the laser light irradiated onto the subject of observation is visible" (see remarks pages 7-8). The 
examiner again respectfully disagrees and specifically points to paragraph [0282] of Shioda '062 which states that the laser light is 
projected onto the operative portion P. As shown in fig. 52, the auxiliary microscope (401) clearly images portion P, therefore the 
auxiliary microscope is located such that the laser light irradiating portion P (the subject of observation) is visible. 
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
